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spatial form and Degas’ paintings are all paintings of points 

of view and he paints those points of view by painting a theatrical 
scene and bathing women and horses and all artists have points 

of view and what are the components which the artist chooses to 
express that point of view or those points of view and Monet 

and Zola expressed many of the same points of view but chose 
different building blocks to express those points of view. And 


what is the relationship between the audience and the stage and 


what is the relationship between empirical reality and aesthetic 
reality and how are they different and the latter expresses a 

point of view and the former does not and this is true because 

the latter has a form a conceptual form and the former does not 

and that is why art and life are separate. And when empirical 
reality is given a form or literally included in a conceptual frame 
it has a point of view and Satie knew this and listen to the 
typewriter and Satie knew this and listen to the typewriter and 


two pianos and orchestra was first presented to the world in 
Venice and Poulenc and Jacques Febrier were the soloists, And 

in this picture it is not a question of visually entering the 
represented space. Balla asks the spectator to stand where he 

is and watch the picture go by from right to left (Giacomo Balla, 
Dynamism of a Dog on a Leash, 1912, oil on canvas, Albright-Knox 
Gallery, Buffalo, Courtesy of George F. Goodyear and The Buffalo 
Fine Arts Gallery).

we know is there but cannot see and a black and tan dachshund 

and a chain and ruffles on a skirt and shoes whirl by and multiple 
spatial frames and multiple temporal frames are fused and Balla 
has superimposed twenty views of the Rouen Cathedral and all 
cathedrals always look different and all dachshunds always look 
different and Monet painted twenty pictures and Balla painted one. 
And where is Picasso and if he were here we could see what the 
back of the Rouen Cathedral looks like or we could see the right 
eye of the dachshund and where is Picasso and that picture must
